DRAMATICALLY. TOLD 


NAVIGATING OFFICER OF THE 
AURORA TELLS OF FINDING 
EXPLORER 


The First Personal Account Given of 
the Dramatic Meeting of the Explor- 
er With the Relief Ship on the 
Shores of the Antarctic Sea. 

The first persone! account to reach 
this country of the voyage of Dr. 
Mawson's ship Aurora, which relieved 
the Australian explorer and his party 
on the conclusion of their two year's 
work in the Antarctic, has been made 
public by Percival Gray, navigating 
officer of the Aurora, who reached 
England recently. 

The Aurora left Hobart on Decem- 
ber 19, calling on the way at Macquar- 
ie Island to embark the wireless party 
at that lonely halfway house to the 
Antarctic and to land reliefs.

FUR FARMING DEVELOPING 


—SPUROST HA 
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Three Comapnies are Arranging to do 
Business in British 
Columbia 
Two fur-farming concerns from 
Eastern’ Canada have taken out He 
enses in British Columbia to trap dur- 
ing the summer montlis for black and 
silver fox breeding purposes. Both of 
the companies are in the hands of ex- 
perienced men \yho have made a suc- 
cess of fur-ffarming on Prince Edward 
Island. A third company is now in 

process of formation. 

The first to apply for a permit was 
a company in Atlin, known as the At- 
lin Trading Company. Representa- 
tives had previously made a study of 
conditions in the province, and had 
decided that the best place to locate 
the industry was Atlin. A large con- 
signment of wire fencing and other 
material for the construction of the 
pens and enclosures Was sent up on 
the Princess May a few weeks 1g0, 
and the company has already secured 
a number of valuable foxes to start 
with. 

The second company to take out a 
permit is under the control of Messrs. 
Hyland and Prendergast, two well 
known men from Prince Edward Is- 
land, and is a bsidiary company of 
one of the succtssful Prince Edward 
Island companies. 

The third company which is arrang- 
ing to do business there is to locate at 
Fort Fraser. A feature of its busi- 
ness will/be that it will ranch foxes 
for other people, under the care of a 
competent man from Eastern Canada, 
who has made a study of fox breed- 
ing. + 


SIXTH CENTURY RELIC 


Statue of Venus From Temple of Ap- 
polo in North Africa 

A life size statue of Venus has been 
found by excavators near Cyrena, 
North Africa, which in the early cen- 
turies Was the seat of Greek culture, 
The statue, which dates back to the 
6th century—the time of Praxiteles, 
the celebrated Greek scupltour—is of 
Parian marble and once stood in the 
temple of Apollo. The head and arms 
are missing and the excavators are 
continuing the!r search in the hope 
that they will be found. 

The Venus, which is considered a 
masterpiece of Greek sculpture, will 
be brought to Rome and placed in the 
national museum, 


Alberta’s Silver Foxes 

In future black or silver foxes ex- 
ported from Alberta will pay a tax of 
$100 each; other varieties of foxes and 
all other animals , except muskrats, 
reared on game or fur farms, will be 
subject to export tax of $15 each and 
muskrats to $1 per dozen. These ex- 
port taxes, resultant from heavy de- 
mand upon Alberta game for stocking 
reserves and fur farms in other parts 
of the country, will tend to retain 
this important industry in Alberta.

General Wolfe's Monument 


The movement to erect a monument 
to the memory of General Wolfe is 
making progress, and a further im- 
petus is given it by Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts, V.C., who has recently 
written to F. G, Wade, K.C., at Van- 
couver (formerly of Winnipeg). The 
field marshal says that he has long 
felt that the existing monuments are 
unworthy of so great a soldier as 
General Wolfe and Montcalm monnu- 
ment on the Plains of Abraham. He 
hopes to see just as great and worthy 
a memorial erected in London. Lord 
Roberts offers to assist the movement 
in any way. ¢ 

About $23,000 has already been sub- 
scribed in Canada to the fund for the 
purpose of erecting, at Greenwich, 
England, a fitting monument to Gen- 
eral Wolfe. Several provincial gov- 
ernments contributed—all told, $4,200 
—and the balance has been gathered 
by private subscription in Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Vanccuver. It is hoped 
that the Dominion government will 
contribute liberally to the fund. A con- 
tribution of $15,000 was asked for two 
years ago.

Settlement on C.P.R. Lands 

Settlement of ©.P.R. lands under 
new colonization conditions is very 
active. In March the C.P.R. depart- 
ment of natural resources colonized 
17,165 acr‘s with 74 families; this is 
2,000 acres more than March, 1913. 
Settlers who came in during March 
took up farms averaging 232 acres, 
and are practically all mixed farmers 
guing into stock raising, dairying and 
intensive farming, and, as they have 
bought on 20-year contract, intend to 
become permanent residents of Can- 
ada. On April 16 a party of 85 Enug- 
lish, Scotch aud South African farm- 
ers arrived to take up land under the 
C.P.R.’g 20-year plan and will locate 
on farms in neighborhood of Saska- 
toon, Reginu, Aeme, Lougheed ad 
Carmangay—many of them possessed 
medals for raising blcoded stock, 
showing they are experts. They have 
considerable capital and will go ia 
for mixed farming.

|Man Who Never Forgot Faces 


Criminals Wanted by Police 

After sixteen years as a face- 
watcher, Detective Inspector Bell is 
retiring from the Liverpool police 
fcrce. During that time he has stocd 
by the gangways of ships, scrutinizing 
the passengers as they went on board 
in search of criminals trying to escape 
from England. 

He has watched the departure of 
practically every great liner sailing 
from“Liverpool, and it is stated that 
no person fleeing from justice has ever 
escaped his vigilance. Every week 
about thirty descriptions of “wanted” 
persons were sent to him, and he 
searched on an average seven vessels 
containing upwards of 2,000 passeng- 
ers. 

‘He has “lled over 150 memorandum 
books during the twenty-six years he 
has been a member of the Liverpcol 
force, 

“The method I employ to get de- 
scriptions stamped in my memory,” 
exclaimed Detective Bell, ‘is to copy 
them out. Once I have written down 
the details of a person's features I can 
always remember them. 

“J cannot say that I have found my 
work a particular strain. Experience 
has shown that criminals wishing to 
| leave the country generally make the 
attempt within a month of being 
wanted. That is the period during 
which a close watch is kept for them, 
although, of course, a detective who 
watches ships is always looking for 
people against whom warrants have 
been issued, however, old the crime.”

Potato Diseases 

There has been issued by the de 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa a 
remarkably well executed folder, 
Farmers’ Circular No. 4, entitled “Po- 
tato Diseases Transmitted by the Use 
of Unsound Tubers,” showing in nat- 
ural colors representations of speci- 
mens of diseased potatoes. Diseases 
and other blemishes represented are 
potato canker, powdery scab, hollow 
potato, internal brown streak, little po- 
tato disease, dry rot, wet rot, Cam- 
mon’ potato scab, and stem-end rot. 
Special reference is made to potato 
canker and powdery scab, the latter of 
which occurs already in Canada, and 
should be carefully avoided. The folder 
points out that, under the destructive 
insect and pest act of Canada, any per- 
son is liable to prosecution. Potato 
growers who suspect the presence of 
either of the latter diseases are re 
quested to send specimens to the Lo 
minion Botanist, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. This folder, prepared 
by Mr. H. T. Gussow, Dominion Botan- 
ist, will be sent free to those who ap- 
ply for it to the Publications Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa.

WHY DO TOPS SPIN? 


'Rven Scientists Would Like To Know 
More About It. 

Few hoys ever stop to think why 
their tops spin. Neither do the 
grown-ups who pause to watch the 
eer which is so universally 


popular every spring. 

Yet engineers, astronomers, physi- 
cists and inventors would all like to 
know more than they do about spin- 
ning tops. A great many matters of 
the utmost importance to the human 
race depend on finding out all we can 
about this subject. 

The earth on which we live is a 
top. So are Mars, the North Star, 
the sun itself, and all the other celes- 
tial bodies. It is even suspected that 
atoms and electrons are spinning 
tops. The dirigible torpedo is a top, 
the monorail car is a top, the bullet 
sped by a gun is a top. 

A new form of compass, called the 
“top”? or gyroscopic compass gives 
direction without being affected by 
the iron of a battleship or the rolling 
and pitching of the steamer. 

All speed machiner, has ‘‘top’’ ac- 
tion, which must be reckoned with. 
Rotary engines, turbines, Diesel en- 
gines and all machines which drive 
fly wheels and propellers have the 
spinning top behavior. 

Submarines, aeroplanes and dirig- 
ible balloons vould be more 8ti 
and less dangerous, if we could only 
solve the mystery of a spinning top’s 
action. 

The gyroscope is a toy top within 
atin rim. It is made of a heavy 
rimmed metal fly wheel mounted in 
a frame. Friction is reduced to a 
minimum by the spindle rotating on 
ball bearings. Thus a great velocity 
{s possible. Engineers and inventors 
learned from boys to spin this gyro- 
scopic top. They are always hoping 
for a clear understanding of the spin. 

The gyroscopic action of the pad- 
dle wheels of a steamer exerts a 
steadying effect upon th> vessel at 
the expense of her st:ering qualities. 
The effect of this is te cause the 
steamer to run awe to starboard 
when acted upon by a cross sea, This 
makes her turn to starboard when 
the sea would be expected to send 
her the other way. ¥ 

On the other hand, when a paddle 
steamer is steered to port she heels 
over to starboard becaus: of the top- 
spinning action of her paddles. This 
causes the wheel on the starboard 
side to become more deeply tm- 
mersed in the sea than the port one, 
and the steering is exaggerated. 

The top-spinning action of the fly 
wheel of an automobile its interest- 
ing, too. The axis of an automobile 
fly wheel runs backward and forward 
and the flywheel crosswise. If you 
stand behind an puto you see the 
wheel revolving as do the hands of a 
clock. If a man or a woman in a car 
tries to turn the auto toward the left 

the flywheel tries to spin its way Up- 
ward. In con:equence a “couple” as 
it is called, acts on the car and 


throws the weight of the machine on 


the back wheels.

Democratic Labor Unions of Germany 
has now convoked-a meeting to de- 
termine whether the unions of the! 
country shall withdraw their deposits 
from the national bank and start a 
bank of their own.

Making a Silk Dress. 


Times have changed a good deal

SOME CHRISTIAN STORIES MAY 
HAVE COME FROM EAST, 


Recent Researches Show That Psalms 
of the Brethren and Psalms of 
the Sisters In the Scriptures of 
Oriental Faith Parallel and Ante- 
date Incidents Thought To Be 
Peculiarly Christian Ones, 


Interesting evidence that the Bud- 
dhist writings contain stories and 
parables that are repeated in the 
Christian Gospels is discussed in a re 
cent article by A, J. Edmunds, who 
with Mr. Anesaki, a Japanese schol- 
ar, has been making an exhaustive 
comparison of Christian and Buddhist 
scriptures, and has tabulated the re 
sult in a monumental work entitled 
“Christian and Buddhist Gospels.” 

Buddha, founder of the Buddhist 
relivtion, lived about six hundred 
yea s before the Christian era, Hence 
the suggestion of the theological 
magazine means that part of what 
we regard as Christian teachings or- 
iginated with Buddha, 

These Buddhistic teachings are 
found in ‘The Psalms of the Breth- 
ren,” ‘The Psalms of the Sisters” 
and a “Compendium of Philosophy,” 
three very ancient Buddhist works 
that have just been translated inte 
English by Mrs. Rhys Davids. 

“The Psalms of the Brethren” con- 
tains sayings ascribed to Buddha, and 
is said to have been written not later 
than 250 B. C. 

Here is one passage which paral- 
lels a famous sentence in the New 
Testament. A nun was persistently 
tempted by a libertine and plucked 
out her eye. There!" she exclaimed, 
“take your eye,”’ and gave it to him. 
“One cannot help being haunted by 
the suspicion,” says The Theological 
Review, “that this story became as 
famous as other Buddhist legends 
which we now know to have been 
translated into the vernaculars of the 
Parthian Empire, the buffer state be- 


tween Palestine and India. Why 
should not the story have been 
familiar to him who said: ‘If thine 


eye cause thee to offend, pluck it 
out!?’” 

These Buddhist works also tell s 
story of a “‘penitent thief’ and a 
“beloved disciple,” both of which sug- 
gest the corresponding figures in the 
New Testament, The story of the 
penitent thief is said to bear a par- 
ticularly close resemblance to that of 
the Gospels. The reviewer explains 
this by the fact that the Buddhist 
writings were translated into the lan- 
guage of Persia, which was the favo 
rite means of communication in the 
lifetime of the Apostles between 
Palestine and India and the farther 
countries of the East. It is possible, 
the writer suggests, that the people 
of the Holy Land were quite familias 
with Buddhism. 

“Certain it is,’ he writes, ‘that se 


were translated into a vernacular. 
This vernacular was not Chinese, for 
the ‘Annals’ declare that the religion, 
though known in China then, was 
not believed in. Moreover, the verna- 
cular translation was presented to a 
Chinese official by an ambassador 
|from the great Yue-chi that people 
{ whose coins have come down to us 
with Greek on one side and Pali on 
the other. Was the vernacular Greek 
itself? Probably not. More likely it 
was Tokharish or Sogdian, known to 


have been used by that people. Spe- 
cimens of Buddhist books in both 
tongues have been found in Central 
| Asia. And both were current in por- 
| tions of the great Parthian empire. 
“Such being the case, we need not 
| be astonished if Luke and John had 
heard of two towering characters in 
| these ‘Psalms of the Monks,’ viz., the 
Penitent Thief and the Beloved Dis- 
ciple. Yes, here they both are, as 
larg * as life. Indeed, their absence 
would raise doubts as to the anti- 
| quity and genuineness of the 
| ‘Psalms,’ so prominent are these char- 
| acters in the oldest books and sculp- 
tures. Quite the reverse would be the 
| ease with the gospels. Were we toe 
| find a recension of Luke without the 
Penitent Thief we should say at once, 
‘That looks like an earlier edition.” 
| And why? Because Luke has to do 
violence to the text of his master, 


Mark, to get the story into the Gospel 
at all. Compare the synoptic narra- 
tives: 

“‘And they that were crucified 
with him reproached him.’ (St. 
Mark, chap. xv., verse 32.) 

**and the robbers also that were 
crucified with him cast upom 
Him the same reproach.’ St. 
Matthew, chap. xxvii, verse 44.) 

“‘*and one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed om 
him ... But the other answer- 
ed and, rebuking him, said... . 
(St. Luke, chap. xxix., verses 
39-40.) 

“Why is Luke so anxious to in- 
troduce this character at variance 
with the older tradition? The answer 
is that he was a student of religion, 
and in the Syrian metropolis, which 
was the terminus of the Chinese silk 
trade, he had seen Kanishka’s coins, 
which even now are found from India 
to Sweden. Upon these coins he 
had seen the name of Buddba in 
Greek letters. 

“He had inquired who this Bud- 
dha was, and had found that he was 
the founder of a missionary religion 
of love and foregiveness, whose scrip- 
tures were being translated into 
Sogdian and Tokharish, two verna- 
culars of the neighboring Parthian 
empire. Scenes from these scriptures 
were being carved on temple gates in 
that empire, which ancient geogra- 
phy shows us was studded with a 
long line of hotels from '-uke’s own 
city to the Hindu frontier. He could 
not escape this knowledge in that 
great international metropolis. As a 
poct and an evangelist he made it his 
business to adapt the new Christian 
religion to the Gentile world.

PROMOTION FOR RIGHT MEN 


How the C.P.R, Look After Their Ef- 
ficient Employees 

That scheme of the Canadian 
Pacific to discover the good and bad 
polnts of its employees, with the idea 
of rendering more adequate justice 
to the individual, is creating interest 
on the big American systems. It 
was the origination of Mr. Grant 
Hall, general manager of the west- 
ern lines, with about 40,000 employees 
under his direction. Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, at family banquets has, 
before now, expressed regret that 
good men might be overlooked, not- 
withstanding the fact that the com- 
Pany was on the keen lookout for 
the men who were to come after the 
present officers. 

It has been felt that while the men 
close at hand could be measured as 
to capacity, the thousands at a dis- 
tance, working on all parts of the line, 
extending for thousands of miles 
might be overlooked in spite of the 
most undeniable qualifications. 

Mr. Hall then, appoints trustworthy 
persons who shall go over the west- 
ern system regularly, watch the men, 
themselves unsuspected, and report. 
not their bad, but their good qualities; 
how they do their work; how they 
conserve the interests of the company; 
how they show their zeal. If bad, 
thmgs must be reported. Those 
against whom the black mark is made 
will have a chane> to be heard before 
judgment is iendered. In this way, 
it is believed the merits of the men 
will be more certainly discovered, and, 
being discovered, promotion will fol- 
low «upon the discovery—when that 
is possible. 

This idea, which is even now being 
put into effect, is regarded by the 
big American systems as at once nov- 
el and excellent. The wonder is that 
it Was not tried before. The men who 
are at the elbow of the president or 
at the heads of departments are, of 
course, noticed and promoted, which 
may be just enough; but those who 
are not seen, have not the same 
chance and yet they might be just 
as capable as the more favored oncs. 
This has been felt to be a grievance 
from the beginning, but a grievance 
which could not, apparently, be re- 
medied. Mr. Hall has found a way. 
He brings eath employee close by the 
report he will receive respecting him. 
Of course, the investigation which the 
secret inspector can make must nec- 
essarily be superficial; nevertheless 
it will have value. They can see where 
there is courtesy; a willingness to 
help; zeal for the service; and these 
enter into character.

Btatletice of Implement Industry— 
Where the Factories Are—Many 
Canadians Find Work in Them 


—— 


In view of the general Ciscussion 
of the agricultural implemént indus- 
try, which has gone on all over Canada 
in the past few years, the following 
facts, as presented in the course of 
the budget debate in Ottawa. recently, 
will be of great interest to all can: 
diana, particularily those who live in 
the West. ) 

According to the census of 1911 
there are in Canada severty-seven im- 
plement factories, with a capital 
of $45,000,000. The number. of em- 
ployer at factories and head offices, 
nearly all men, is 9,600 and the amount 
of salaries and wages paid is $5,550,- 
000. Materials used amount to $10,- 
400,000, and the value of products Is 
$20,700,000, There are fifty-four of 
these establishments” in ‘Ontario, lo- 
cated at forty-three different places 
and in 36 electoral districts. The 
capital invested jn Ontario alone is 
$44,000,000, The other establishinents 
are located in the province of Quebec, 
and at Winnipeg and Brandon in the 
province of Manitoba, I have a com- 
plete list of the places in which there 
are manufactories of agricultural im- 
plementa. J shall not go through it in 
detail, but for the information of the 
House—hecause it was a surprise to 
me—I propose to mention to-night the 
names of the places in Canada in 
which agricultural implements of one 
kind or another are manufactured.

It should not be over- 
looked, however, that Winnipeg and 
Brandon now number among their in- 
dustries several good sized successful 
implement factories, -while smaller 
factories are located in Virden, Hal 
brite and one or two other Western 
towns. It is perhaps not surprising 
that the host of employes of the im 
plement factories view with some dis- 
may the vigorous attacks that have 
been made on the industry from which 
they obtain thelr Livelihood, par- 
ticularly as these attacks seam to be 
gathering strength in the past few 
years, 


PRODUCTION PER AGRE 


Field Crops and Conditions In Argen- 
tine Republio 

The Argentine Republic farmer can 
have no quarrel with the Argentine 
implement manufacturer about the 
price of his binders because there are 
practically no menufacturers in the 
Argentine Republic, 

All the implements the Argentine 
farmer uses are made in ‘he United 
States or Canada, and the farmer in 
South America has to pay a tax on 
them in order to provide a national 
revenue, but the tax that he pays does 
not afford incidental protection for the 
home product. 

The fact that there are no domes 
tic manufacturers explains why the 
Argentina urban population ia con 
fined to practically two cities, Buenos 
Aires and Rosario, the former of which 
contains more people than Canada's 
six largest cities. 

If Argentina had cultivated the home 
market she would now have possersed 
a number of medium sized cities in 
which there would be some manu 
facturing development. With the ex- 
caption of the two cities referred, the 
Argentine farmer has no market and 
exports his products in the shape of 
raw material to all the countries of 
the world, instead of having his fel. 
low citizens put it through some of 
the processes of manufacture as is 
done in Canada and the United States.
